WILMINGTON - At its meet- 
ing on Monday, October 22, the 
Board of Selectmen was 
assured by Senator Bruce Tarr 
that the state legislature should 
soon be passing its budget. 
Senator Tarr had been invited 
by the selectmen to attend their 
meeting on Monday night and 
answer for them their questions 
relating to the long overdue 
budget and its likely effect on 
Wilmington. Representative 
James Miceli had also been 
asked to accompany Senator 
Tarr, but he could not make it 
because the State House of 
Representatives had been hold- 
ing its re-districting discus- 
sions well into the evening. 
“The legislature is several 
weeks overdue with the state 
budget, but I suspect that a 


budget proposal will be coming 
frorh the Conference 


Committee within the next cou- 


ple of weeks,” said Senator 
‘Tarr. 

The Conference Committee 
which is comprised of three 
state representatives and three 
senators, is charged with the 
responsibility of settling all dif 
ferences that exist between the 
budget proposals put. forth by 
the House and the Senate 

Selectman Michael] McCoy 
was the first member of the 
board to underline for Senator 
Tarr the repercussions that 
arise when a state budget does 
not pass on time. 

“We have other states in this 
country, such as New 
Hampshire, that basically have 
part-time legislators, and they 
get their budgets out on time,” 
said Selectman McCoy 
“Communities like Wilmington 
depend on dollars subject to 
reimbursement from the state.

Tucker has announced the Senate 
passed two bills to protect public 
safety and aid in the investigation 
and prosecution of terrorist threats.

Assistant ' Director of 
Planning and’ Conservation 
John Keeley met with Penney 
several times during his pro- 
ject’s construction. The meet- 
ings were held mainly to dis- 
cuss whether or not he needed 
to file with the Conservation 
Commission in order to build 
his home because his property 
lies mostly in the riverfront 
area of Lubbers Brook. At the 
time, Penny’s engineer sur- 
veyed the riverfront area, and 
they placed erosion control 
boundaries,, such as a silt 
fence, along the 200-foot outer 
riparian boundary of the 
region. 
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“He assured me that he would 
not work within the riverfront 
area, and I signed his building 
permit application,” said Mr. 
Keeley at the October 17 com- 
mission meeting. 

One corner of the house is two 
feet from the erosion control 
boundary. One edge of the deck 
attached to the house is approx- 
imately four feet from the 
boundary. The side of the 
home has a good size yard. 

Subsequently, Penney cleared 
a large area within the river- 
front zone and landscaped it 
without first filing with the 
commission. The area that 
was cleared is also considered 
by the Commonwealth to be an 
endangered species habitat. 

“He was aware of the necessi- 
ty to file with the commission,” 


said Mr. Keeley. 

The severity of Penney's vio- 
lation was brought to the com- 
mission’s attention, and at its 
October 17 meeting it voted to 
issue an Enforcement Order to 
stop the devastation of the 
area. 

The parcel is also the subject 
of Article 6 at the Special Town 
Meeting to be held at Barrows 
Auditorium on the night of 
Monday, October 29. The 
Article seeks to re-zone -the 
parcel from “Residential-60” to 
“Residential-10.". One of the 
advantages of re-zoning to a 
smaller-proportioned zoning 
standard is to gain the poten- 
tial to subdivide a parcel. 

The Conservation

out on time, then communities 
like Wilmington suffer.”

, “I share in your frustration,” 
“said Senator Tarr, “One of the 
‘most disturbing things for me 
is the fact that it has become 
‘commonplace for us to not,have 
‘a budget in place. It’s some- 
“thing that we have to do better 
at.” 
‘. According to Senator Tarr, the 
‘delay in the budget’s passing 
‘has to do with the fact that the 
State is facing a reduction in 
revenues that is substantially 
larger than was originally fore- 
seen. In fact, the amount of the 
deficit is estimated to be $400 
million. 

Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Cain asked Senator Tarr just 
how exactly it is that the state 
went from a surplus to such a 
deficit. Senator Tarr offered 
‘three explanations: 

1) The early revenue projec- 
tions of the state government 
had admittedly proven too opti- 
mistic; 

2) In August and early 
September, the state had shown 


signs of sliding into a mild ° 


recession, one that could last 
between six and eight months; 

3) . The tourism industry, 
which includes restaurants, 
hotels and travel agencies, has 
experienced sharp declines in 
revenue since the September 11 
terrorism attacks. 

“The hospitality industry is 
very important to the 
Commonwealth,” said Senator 
‘Tarr, “and it has fallen incredi- 
bly sharply, so we're starting to 
see less revenue.” 

According to Senator Tarr, 
members of the Conference 
Committee are spending these 
final weeks looking at the budg- 
et and determining where 
spending reductions can be 
made without forcing legisla- 
,tors to retreat from the com- 

‘mitments they have made to 
their constituents. Of the 
* reductions that will be made, 
“Senator Tarr assured the 
“’gelectmen that cuts in local aid 
‘and Chapter 70 Funds will not 
“be among them. The senator 
odid say, though, that the 
“Chapter 70 funds, which assist 
the school department, will be 
the lesser amount of the two 
budget proposals that were sent 
to the town by the Senate and 
the House.

WILMINGTON - Cheers, 
applause and the sounds of 
bagpipes echoed proudly 
where bells and alarms usual- 
ly sound when hundreds of 
residents gathered in the fire 
department's garage on 
Adelaide Street to celebrate 
the formal dedication of the 
community’s new Public 
Safety Building on Sunday, 
October 21. 

The afternoon event paid 
tribute to all of those who 
“have served Wilmington on 
its police and fire depart- 


ments. The public safety 
building itself, though, was 
dedicated specifically to two 
men who figure quite hero- 
ically into the community’s 
history. Those two men 
would be firefighters Russell 
Pratt and Wilbur Sheldon, 
who perished while battling a 
blaze that consumed a home 
near Silver Lake on 
September 11, 1927. Family 
members of both Pratt and 
Sheldon attended the ceremo- 
ny and felt the support and 
appreciation of their fellow 
citizens for the dedication 
and sacrifice demonstrated 


by the two firefighters. 

Town Manager Michael 
Caira emceed the event and 
welcomed the Honor Guard 
from the police and fire 
department, as they marched 
in line as a bagpiper elo- 
quently played “America the 
Beautiful.” An American flag 
served as the backdrop for a 
platform on which 
Wilmington firefighters and 
police officers, past and pres- 
ent, sat alongside the Board 
of Selectmen.

Sullivan's coaching career 


has taken him to a new level

Gerry Sullivan stood watching 
film in his little office of last week's 
game against Saint Anselm. He 
was watching certain plays along 
with one of his assistant coaches 
and former players at WHS Dave 
Fleming. No longer has Sullivan 
been a part of Wilmington High 
School. Gone are days of taking 
over a program after the hazing 
incident and trying to field three 
teams, nevermind wina few games. 
His life now is head man of the 
Merrimack College football team. 

Sullivan was named the interim 
coach this year replacing the leg- 
endary Tom Caito, who left the 
program for a year due to personal 
problems. Caitobegun the program 
at MC seven years ago and imme- 
diately tabbed Sullivan as one of 
his assistant coaches. Sullivan, who 
played at WHS and coached during 
the 1993, ‘94 and ‘95 seasons, has 
moved up from running backs 
coach, tooutside linebackers coach, 
to offensive co-ordinator and now 
interim head coach. 

And through seven games, life 
is good for Sullivan and the pro- 
gram. The team is certainly hold- 
ing its own. They are 3-4, with 
three of the losses coming against 
the Northeast-10 Conference pow- 
erhouses including CW Post and 
AICand. The teamhas three games 
left on its schedule and all three 
are winnable games with UMass- 
Lowell, Pace University and Bryant 
College to finish the season 

If the team can win those three 
final games and go 6-4, that cer- 
tainly would beanaccomplishment 
to Merrimack College and espe- 
cially Sullivan - whose contract 
wasn't renewed by athletic direc- 
tor Jim Gillis after the 1995 football 
season as Sullivan was shown the 
door after his 8-22 record in three 
years which included the first two 
in the Merrimack Valley Confer- 
ence after the horrendous 1993 haz- 
ing incident. 

Sullivan, 35, was 27 years old 
when he was named the coach at 
WHS. Now eight years later he 
says experience of coaching at a 
higher level has helped him tre- 
mendously. 

“I can’t complain,” he said of

his tenure at Merrimack. “It’s been 
real good opportunity for me. It's 
been a good fit. You get better 
support here, and it’s just a differ- 
entenvironment. We'vetakensome 
lumps but we're doing well. The 
kids are upbeat, they always are 
They keep their heads in the game 
and they come to compete day in 
and day out. They don't quit - well 
they haven't yet and I don’t think 
they will with just three games 
left.” 

Sullivan has many local Wilm 
ington ties with him at Merrimack 
Fleming, who played for Sullivan 
in ‘93 and ‘94 is the team’s line. 
backers coach for the past three 
years. Fleming coaches Wilming- 
ton natives Jamie Campbell and 
Eric Banda who are two of the 
team’s starting linebackers 

Steve O'Neil, who had a superb 
career running the ball under 
Sullivan, is the team’s wide receiv 
ers coach and this is his first year 
as an assistant coach after several 
years in the Wilmington Pop 
Warner system 

Also in the mix is freshman 
Russ Hubby, a back-up guard, and 
Angela Caira who is the team's 
cheerleading coach. 

“Dave [Fleming] has done a 
great job,” said Sullivan, “The past 
two years he was the defensive line 
coach and he ended up taking over 
as the special team’s coach. This 
year he’s the linebackers coach 
and he's the assistant to me as the 
special team’s coach. He’s a big 
help to me. He helps organize the 
team and he’s been a great asset to 
the program since he got here. 

“Steve is the wide receivers 
coach and he's done a very good 
job for us in his first year. He's 
very energetic and he'll do what- 
ever you ask of him or whatever 
needs to be done to make the pro- 
gram better. He's still learning but 
he's done a very good job and I’m 
pleased 

“Both Dave and Steve are loyal 
-they were both very loyal to me as 
players and they’ve continued that 
way as coaches here. I can’t say 
enough about them and what 
they've done here.” 

As for Sullivan he has many 
roles. Without the interim coach’s 
job being a full-time one, he makes 


due with his daily job, not to men- 
tion family and friends. Somewhere 
in the middle he juggles time to 
practice, to watch tons of film, to 
work on special teams and to over 
see everything that's going on 
within the program 

“In college the head coach has 
more responsibility keeping the 
team together,” he said. “In the 
overall picture, keeping the team 
together. But with that you have 
less game day responsibilities and 
the pressure. I have a defensive 
and offensive co-ordinator which 
makes it easier. It enables me to 
oversee what they are doing as 
well as give them assistant through 
the games. My main focus is the 
special teams and guiding them: 

“Thebiggest difference between 
high school and college is being a 
parent type. Here a lot of the kids 
don’t go home to their parents so 
they seem to go to their coaches a 
lot more than in high school be 
cause they don’t go home right 
after practice. I don’t know if 
there’s anymore pressure to suc- 
ceed at this level, well for me there 
hasn’t been any pressure. The 
school obviously wants us to suc- 
ceed, but I haven’t been told that if 
I don’t win than I’m out 

“The other difference is recruit- 
ing - here you do tons of it and 
you're always watching films aN 
talking to people about players. I 
high school you got the kids you got 
and you tried to do the best you 
could with them ” 

There's no doubt that Gerry 
Sullivan tried to do the best he 
could as a player, as an assistant 
coach and as a head coach during 
his days at WHS. Whether or not 
his contract should have been re- 
newed or whether or not he 
shouldn’t have been asked back as 
coach for the 199% season is an 
argument for another day 

That said, Sullivan has added 
six more years onto his young 
coaching career at a much higher 
level of competition and he’s cer- 
tainly made a name for himself. 
That, no one can argue.

+ The defending Division 3 state 
champion Wildcats continued their 
dominant play on Monday by win- 
ning the Division3 North sectional 
title at Thomson Country Club in 
Reading. 

Wilmington, which shot a 325 
to win the team title, now ad- 
vances tothe Division3state finals 
at Wachusett Country. Club next 
Monday. In all, nine teams’ will 
compete for the state title. 

_ “It’s another feather in their 
éap,” said Wilmington head coach 
Al Fessenden, whose team went 
¥6-0-1 in the regular season and 
hasn’t lost since 1999. 

! Junior David Velardo, who 
started theseason as Wilmington’s 
No, 3 player and moved to a few 
different slots over the year, won 
Jow medallist honors with a7 and 
was one of two Wildcats players to 
qualify for the state individual 
fournament. Senior Kyle Burns 
(82) will join Velardo. 

+ “It’s just amazing,” said 
Fessenden. “Two kids:shot in the 
70s and the other kid that shot in 
the 70s, he was a No. 6 player for 
his team. That course doesn’t dic- 
tate length or anything. He 
(Velardo) just told me he was 
feeling it.” 


Velardo’s younger brother 
Kevin, a freshman, shot an 84, as 
did Aaron Ungvarsky, Wilming- 
ton’s senior captain. 

“The big thing is the kids had a 
lot of pressure as the defending 
state champs,” said Fessenden. 
“But they lived up to it.” 

Fessenden commented on the 
difficult conditions at Thomson. 

“That coursereally ate the kids 
up,” said Fessenden. “I'mnot sure 
they were used to the speed of the 
greens.” 

After the day’s festivities, 
Fessenden took the time to hand 
out the team’s awards for the sea- 
son: Senior Jack Webb received 
the Coach's Award. 

“Jack presents so much for the 
team,” said Fessenden about 
Webb, who went 11-2 this season. 
“He’s a mature individual, who 
when he speaks the kids listen. 
And he doesn’t have to say a lot of 
words for them to know what he’s 
talking about.” 


Webb will be attending the Uni- ~ 


versity of Maine next fall as part 
of its Marine ROTC program. 

Fessenden gave a Sportsman- 
ship Award this season to senior 
Justin Strem, who finished the 
season 12-1. 

“I gave the award to Strem 
because of a lot of the intangibles 
he has done for this team,” said 
Fessenden. “He’s a great model 
and really what you'd like the 
younger kids to become.” 

Junior Doug Horan, who was 


13-2-1 this season, won 
Wilmington’s Most Improved 
Player Award. 


“Horan left last year as a 
spare,” said Fessenden. “And 
through hard work he came back 
with so much character above the 
game, but mechanically he im- 
proved overall on his game as 
well. 

“At the start of the season, I 
really didn’t know who was going 
to fill our spots. But he and Kevin 
(Velardo) filled in nicely.” 

Burns (16-1 this season), last 
season’s Most Improved Player, 
was named co-MVP, with Aaron 
Ungvarsky. (11-3-3). 

“He (Burns) went from No. 6to 
No. 2 and easily could’ve played 
No.1,” said Fessenden. “This year, 
Kyle was our best golfer. 

“And I think Aaronis one of the 
reasons Wilmington is on the map 
as far as golf is concerned. He’s 
shown the kids what they can do 
through hard work.” 

The Wildcats put their title on 
the line at Wachusett, a course 
they haven't played before.

The used 
roll is enclosed in a separate, 
isolated chamber inside the 
housing, which prevents the 
germs from migrating onto 
the fresh roll of hygoplast. If 
any discharge should get on 
the hygolet, someone simply 


needs to clean the seat like 
any other toilet seat, and 
then push the red button for 
a fresh coating. 


If the hygolet unit should 


beak down, the toilet can be 


used like any other seat until 
it can be repaired. 

Carpentier said that he 
has had many inquiries 
about the product since they 
showed it at the Northeast 
Foodservice and Lodging 
Exposition at the Bayside 
Exposition Center in Boston 
last spring.

excimer laser to gently 
reshape the front surface 
of the eye (the cornea) in 
order to correct vision dis- 
orders such as nearsight- 
edness, farsightedness and 
astigmatism. The new 
ActiveTrak system incorpo- 
rates a unique 3-D eye 
tracker that tracks the 
patient’s eye and moves 
the laser beam to compen- 
sate for eye movements.
